Naturalist Isolated Himself That He 
Might Have Opportunity to 
Study Habits of Birds. 

On a lonely island eff the ooast of 
Queensland for twenty-five years, Mr. 
E. J. Banfield, naturalist and author of 
“Confessions of a Beachcomber” and 
other books, has died at the age of 
seventy. The crew of the steamer In- 
nisfail, passing the island, saw a wom- 
an waving on the beach. A boat was 
landed and Mrs. Banfield was found 
to be the only inhabitant of the island. 
Her husband was dead. The crew 
made a coffin out of ship’s timber and 
the chief officer read the burial service. 
Mrs. Banfield refused to leave the is- 
land, and the captain called for vol- 
unteers to stay with her, Every man 
offered, and the captain selected one 
to remain. Some twenty-five years 
ago Mr. Banfield acquired under the 
land laws of the Queensland govern- 
ment Dunk island, off the coast of 
Queensiand. This was an islet rather 
more than three square miles in area, 
inhabited till then only by the rapidly 
dwindling remnant of a once consider- 
| able native population, which has since, 
it would seem, entirely disappeared. 
There, with his wife, he settled down 


to live the simplest of lives and in-. 


dulge in his cherished pastime of ob- 
serving the ways of birds, beasts and 
fishes, and, while they remained, his

KNOWN AS ‘ELECTRIC GHOSTS’ 


Scientist Explains Action of Electrons, 
Fastest Moving of All Ter- 
restrial Objects. 

In an address to electrical engineers 
in London a distinguished scientist 
thus defined an electron. An atom is 
ordinarily associated with a charge, 
and force is required to separate the 
charge from the atom. The atomic 
charge when separated is called an 
electron. In an electrolyte—i. e, a 
substance decomposed by an electric 
current—there is a bodily transfer of 
atoms with their charges; in a metal- 
lic conductor the charges are handed 
on as electrons from atom to atom. 
In the discharge through highly rare- 
filed gases the electric current is in 
its most simple form, for here there 
is a flow of electrons, traveling by 
themselves, of disembodied charges or 
electric ghosts. Electrons, it should be 
added, are the fastest moving of all 
known terrestrial objects, their speed 
being one-tenth see light, which 
is 186,300 miles second.—Washing- 
ton Star.

The blue coloring, it seems, as time 
clapses is scarcely acted upon by re 
agents, but for a year or two it will 
at once diffuse if treated with a 50 
per cent solution of acetic acid, 
whereas when It is five or six years 
old diffusion, if it occurs at all, is ex- 
tremely slow and limited in extent. 

It is averred that a still more use- 
ful re-agent is a saturated solution of 
oxalle acid that causes the pigment of 
relatively fresh writing to give an im- 
mediate smudge, but has very little, if 
any, effect upon writing six or eight 
years old.

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Farsighted Norwood 


Mr. George F. Willett, Chairman of 
the Town Planning Board of the town 
of Norwood, has sent to this office, a 
report of his committee which was 
published a short while ago and which 
is intended to care for the development 
of the town for the next fifty years. The 
report is the most complete one of its 
kind which the Townsman has seen, 
published by a town of Norwood’s 
size. It takes up each seperate item 
of the town’s growth in great detail, 
profusely illustrates each point with 
detail maps and statistics, goes to the 
bottom of the question of zoning laws 
and altogether might serve as a model 
for other planning committees who are 
contemplating such comprehensive work. 

Furthermore, the report makes no 
suggestions as to appropriations, but it 
makes adequate allowance for play- 
ground facilities, parks and through 
roads and even includes in its roads 
system suitable ways for traffic through 
land at present in a wholly undeveloped 
state. To be sure, Norwood is a 
slightly larger town than Andover, but 
the populations and valuations of the 
two are near enough to permit some 
comparison. 

The Townsman is still of the opinion 
that Andover is greatly in need of a 
town planning board. An act of the 
legislature of the year 1913 provides 
that “Every City of the Common- 
wealth and every town having a popula- 
tion of more than ten thousand at 
the last preceding national or state 
census is hereby authorized and directed 
to create a board, to be known as the 
planning board, whose duty it shall be 
to make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the city and 
town, particularly with respect to 
conditions which may be injurious to 
the public health or otherwise injurious 
in and about rented dwellings, and to 
make plans for the development of the 
municipality with special reference to 
the housing of its people. . . .” 

While Andover does not yet come 
under the provisions of the act, there is 
no reason to suppose that the necessity 
does not exist for some recognition of 
the situation. There is no reason to 
assume that the activities of an ef- 
ficient committee would result in any 
great changes in the layout or the 
buildings of the town for five or even 
ten years, but there is much reason to 
assume that in that length of time, 
many developments may come _ in 
various sections of the town which 
might well have been made a part of 
a regulated whole instead of a piece- 
meal bit of a jumbled mess. 


Not that any suggestion should be 
made that a town plan should be ad- 
opted in a hurry. The Norwood com- 
mittee take notice of this situation in 
asserting that there will without ques- 
tion be needs for revision of the plan

Presumably 
it is not possible to assume therefore, 
that the situation can be handled 
e“ectively in any other way than by 
a committee which has a permanent 
organization.

The Norwood committee, in pre- 
senting their plans have introduced re- 
peated facts to support their reasons 
for recommending certain plans. What 
particularly strikes the eye of an 
Andover resident, is the general state- 
ment that one of the chief reasons for 
adopting a town plan of fairly sweeping 
proportions, is the large saving from 
lack of duplication which must eventu- 
ally come to the future generations or 
even the present one. The purchase of 
land by the town for future public 
buildings or parks at a time consider- 
ably preceeding the completion of such 
plans, and presumably at a tremendous 
saving over the cost at the time when 
the building or the park became a 
crying necessity, and the building of 
roads to bear certain traffic, coupled 
with zoning restrictions must result in 
many cases in a saving from duplication 
or repetition of construction. And so 
down the line. 

The Townsman suggests the idea of 
a permanent committee at this time of 
the year, merely because it hopes that 
by the time of the annual meeting, 
someone will be ready to take action on 
the matter. There are men in the town 
who realize the necessity for town 
planning, who are interested in it and 
who in the past have been willing to 
lend their time and experience to 
Andover. Surely ‘the apparently flat 
denial which the memorial committee 
received to their plans last year can 
only be accounted for by the compara- 
tive strangeness to many of those 
present of the idea of future planning 
on such a large scale. Andover cannot 
neglect definite plans for the future 
without laying itself open to serious 
results.

This vast increment of wealth and social 
ienath came to us unsought and unheralded 
but it came in the very nick of time, a time 
when modern demands for large expenditure 
of money for new roads, new fire ae 
a better lighting system and ampler school 
facilities could no longer be met by its ordin- 
ary yearly income; it came when the town’s 
budget was thirty to forty thousand dollars 
each year in excess of such income. 
Standing knee-deep in the stream of 
modern demands and soaring prices, Ando- 
ver, in common with other towns, saw no 
method of securing larger income other than 
putting a larger and larger lien upon its 
real estate by increasing its tax rate. So 
far as the writer has been able to learn not a 
scintilla of effort was made, either by the 
town as a whole, or by any special group of 
its citizens to bring into the town any new 
tax-yielding property; no factories were 
builded, or in fact wanted, and very few 
new houses were erected. Even last year, a 
banner building year, the total income from 
newly erected houses and garages outside of 
Shawsheen Village was scarcely over $2500. 
The merest fraction of its increase in 
expenses. 
For years the writer has realized that the 
policy of spending year by year from thirty 
to forty thousand dollars more than its 
income needed only the element of time to 
issue in bankruptcy; hence his reiterated 
rotests. Therefore, to him, it seems noth- 
ing short of a Divine Providence, that one of 
Andover’s citizens, an intense lover of the 
town who is ambitious to have it measure up 
industrially, socially, intellectually and spir- 
itually to the highest demands of our day — 
that such a one should conceive the idea, 
possess the disposition and control the 
enormous capital needed to create a new 
town within our town. It isa gigantic under- 
taking; one can feel his own mind stretch as 
he seeks to compass it. 
No one who knew Frye Village four short 
years ago and whose soul is not clogged with 
jealousy or blinded by envy can fail to feel 
a thrill of civic pride as he surveys the 
changes already wrought; at the same time, 
he must be conscious of a feeling of sincere 
and profound gratitude to him whose active 
brain, untiring energy, colossal courage and 
persistency of effort in the face of obstacles, 
achieved such results. ° 

At this time when the subterranean and 
truer feelings of our nation toward our dead 
president are stirred and rushing into utter- 
ance, it is eminently fitting for us to give un- 
hindered expression to our appreciation and 
gratitude for our living benefactors. Mr. 
Wood and those associated with him in the 
development of Shawsheen are huge bene- 
factors to Andover and we would be lacking 
in all the finer sentiments should we fail fully 
to appreciate the work they are accomplish- 
ing and frankly to express our gratitude for

To add millions of dollars io her real 
estate, to stabilize her taxes, to draw within 
her enclosure a fine type of citizens and pro- 
vide them modern homes and recreational 
facilities, to build extensive and up-to-date

Look to New Plant for Oil, 

A plant that belongs to the lettuce 
family and that is now cultivated in 
Upper Egypt and can be grown with 
profit in certain parts of the Sudan is 
a new source of edible oil, The seed 
yields under pressure from 87 to 88 
per cent of oil and certain specimens 
of fresh seed from the Sudan, which 
contained less than 4 per cent of wa- 
ter, ylelded more than 44 per cent. The 
oll is odorless, of a light yellow color 
and without a disagreeable taste. The 
seed is so small that {it cannot be 
handled with ordinary equipment, but 
the oll product is so valuable that new 
machinery will no doubt be bullt to 
do the work, 


Electricity Trancmitted in Water.

ISOLDE WAGNER’S DAUGHTER 


German Courts Settle Dispute as to 
Legitimacy of Offepring of Fa- 
mous Musician. 

Frau Isolde Biedler, the eldest 
daughter of Richard Wagner, was 
born fifty-six years ‘ago, although her 
mother, Cosima, was legally the wife 
of Hans VonBuelow, the composer and 
Pianist. In the period preceding 
Isolde’s birth, Cosima, Wagner and 
Buelow lived together, but Wagner al- 
ways regarded Isolde as his daughter, 
and named her after the favorite of 
his opera characters, Isolde became 
the wife of Johann Biedler, a well- 
known German orchestra leader. Sev- 
eral years ago she defended her il- 
legitimacy in court, when her sister 
Eva sought to deprive her of any 
share in the Wagner estate on the 
ground that Isolde was the daughter 
of Buelow, not of Wagner. Eva is the 
wife of Houston Stewart Chamberlain, 
an English author, who is a natural- 
ized citizen of Germany, and who, dur- 
ing the late war, received the iron 
cross from the ex-kaiser as a reward 
for his bitter attacks on England, pub- 

lished in the German magazines. 

Frau Cosima testified to her belief 
that Buelow was the father of Isolde, 
but the courts decided that Isolde is 
Wagner's daughter. 


Wood Duck Hunting Prohibited. 

Wood ducks may not, be hunted in 
Minnesota or in any other state at 
any season, according to the biologi- 
cal survey, United States Department 
of Agriculture, which administers the 
migratory-bird treaty act. This is a 
federal law under which the hunting, 
killing, or possessing of wood ducks is 
prohibited at all times throughout the 
United States and by treaty through- 
out Canada also, This game law, hav- 
ing been upheld by the United States 
Supreme court, makes inoperative the 
amendment to the game laws of Min- 
nesota passed at the last session of 
the state legislature, providing an 
open season on wood ducks, Thus, 
hunters will not be allowed to ex- 
ercise the privilege accorded them by 
the state law, and persons found 
hunting, killing, or possessing wood 
ducks at any time will be subject to 
prosecution in the Federal courts.

Before Clothing Becomes Paper.

FIGHT MEASLES WITH SERUM 


Encouraging Results Are Reported by 
the New York State Depart- 
ment of Health. 


Announcement is made by the New 
York state department of health that 
encouraging results are being obtained 
in preventing deaths from measles by 
using a serum obtained from the blood 
of adults who have had the disease. 
Laymen should note that the report 
says “encouraging,” not that a cure 
has been found, 

If a serum has been discovered 
which will ameliorate the severity of 
measles, much less cure the disease, 
another boon has been conferred on 
mankind by science, the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin announces. Even to 
this day measles is regarded by too 
many parents as an ailment insepar- 
able from childhood and the sooner a 
youngster contracts the Illness and 
gets it over and done with the better. 
This is altogether a wrong idea. 
Measles is not only dangerous in itself 
but is often complicated by serious 
ailments of the eyes, ears, kidneys and 
bronchial regions. 

A disease of childhood, measles, al- 
so attacks adults and in the late years 
may be more perilous than to a young 
person. When frequently epidemic, a 
certain immunity follows, but when the 
disease is taken among a peopl@ who 
have never before been visited by it 
the mortality is high. Years ago a 
British ship from Australia carried 
measles to the Fiji islands and 40,000 
of the 150,000 Fijians were swept off.

FIGHTING THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Department of Agriculture Has Elab- 
orate Plans for Further Effective 
War Against the Pest. 

The work of the Department of 
Agriculture at Tallulah, La., in devel- 
oping methods and apparatus for dust- 
ing cotton to kill the boll weevil, is be- 
ing continued this summer and heavier 
In the spring 
three De Haviland 4B planes were de- 
tailed by the War department for use 
in these tests, and competent engineers 
and pilots were also provided. 

Previously, considerable work on 
this problem had been done with light 
machines, and the use of the larger 
ones has made it necessary to modify 
the distributing mechanism. Several 
types of dust hoppers have been made 
for meeting the new conditions, but it 
will probably require some time to de- 
velop a design which will be satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Coad, who has charge of the 
boll weevil laboratory for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, expects to have a 
fairly satisfactory permanent hopper 
installed in one of the planes for use 
in actual control work during the sum- 
mer, 

Several plantations near the landing 
field have been mapped and all ar 
rangements have been made for dust- 
ing the cotton with the planes. The 
results of the new tests will be await- 
ed with Interest by all those connected 
with the cotton industry. 


Smoke Screen From Seaplane. 

The use of dense smoke clouds by 
naval vessels for the purpose of 
screening battleships from the enemy, 
has been practiced for a long time. 
Fast destroyers are usually employed 
to lay the cloud of heavy smoke, 
which is produced by regulating fuel 
and draft in the main boilers. Recent 
tests, however, have proved the 
efficacy of seaplanes in this respect. 
In fact, the seaplane has at least two 
advantages over the destroyer: It can 
lay a screen much more rapidly; it 
can regulate the height of the screen 
above water, and may make it com- 
pletely envelop an object by flying 
over and around the latter. When a 
seaplane is used for laying the screen, 
the smoke results from the introduc- 
tion into the exhaust pipe of chem!- 
cals that increase the volume as well 
as the density of the exhaust gases. 
—Popular Science Magazine.

The Essex Agricultural Society 


At this date, a short time before the One 
Hundred and Second annual Fair of the 
Essex Agricultural Society to be held at 
Topsfield, Mass., September 19, 20, 21, and 
22, it may be well to say a few words of its 
history. 

The Essex Agricultural Society was 
founded at Cyrus Cummings’ Tavern at 
Topsfield, February 16, 1818. (We believe 
it to be the oldest agricultural Society in the 
State.) At a preliminary meeting Ichabod 
Tucker was chosen moderator and David 
Cummings, secretary. John Adams, Paul 
Kent and Elisha Mack, together with the 
moderator and secretary were chosen a 
committee to appoint a plan of organization. 
Timothy Pickering was chosen president; 
William Bartlett, Dr. Thomas Kittridge, 
John Hurd and Ichabod , vice presidents; 
Leverett Saltonstall, secretary and Dr. 
Nehemiah Cleaveland, treasurer. 

Timothy Pickering was erage He pl 
president for ten years and the official per- 
sonnel of the organization has teemed with 
many of our illustrious County names. 
Timothy Pickering was Post Master General, 
Secretary of War and Secretary of State in 
the Cabinets of Washington and Adams, 
and later was chosen Justice of the Essex 
Court of Common Please, United States 
Senator and Representative in Congress 
from the Essex District, a record nearly 
equalled by one of the later annual speakers, 
Hon. William H. Moody, who was District 
Attorney, Representative in Congress from 
this District and Secretary of the Navy and 
Attorney General of the United States and 
United States Supreme Court Jud; We 
have not time or space to publish a list of the 
many officers and orators of the society who 
have filled most honorable positions during 
the past century. ; , 

For many years the Society held its an- 
nual Fairs in different cities and towns in 
the County, usually two years in succession 
in each town. ; ; 

The Society came into ion of its 
resent grounds in Topsfield by the will of 
Br. John Goodhue Treadwell of Salem, who 
died September 2, 1856. . 

“ After the decease of my Mother, I give 
and devise my said Farm in Topsfield to the 
Essex 5 <a Society and their suc- 
cessors forever, for the promotion of the 
science of agriculture, by the instituting and 


performance of experiments and such other 
means as may tend to the advancement of 
said science. And I direct if said Society 
should refuse to accept said farm, or should 
appropriate it, at any time, to other pur- 
poses than those above stated, or if the whole 
or any portion of said farm should be sold, 
given away, exchanged, or in any manner 
parted with by said Society; and in such 
event, I give and devise said farm to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital Corpora- 
tion and their successors forever.” 

It will be observed that this will was a 
flaw in the title of the farm to the Essex 
Agricultural Society, as they were obliged to 
continue agricultural experiments and were 
prevented from aiagoeng of any part or 
whole of the farm by sale or gift, conse- 
quently were unable to raise funds with 
which to make improvements on the proper- 
ty, which so remained for sixty-seven 
years, until the present officers, namely: — 

Isaac H. Sawyer, Boxford, President; 
Edward Wigglesworth, Topsfield, vice presi- 
dent; Andrew Longfellow, Groveland, vice 
president; Francis R. Appleton, Ipswich, 
vice president; E. K. Burnham, Gloucester 
vice president; Ralph H. Gaskill, Danvers 
secretary; W. Chester Long, Topsfield 
treasurer. were elected in 1922, at which 
time the Society was in debt several thousand 
dollars and it was decided to make an effort 
to clear the title. This was accomplished 
after two years of earnest work, by deeding to 
the Massachusetts General Hospital Corpor- 
ation a pasture; the hospital releasing the 
Society from any further obligations to it 
under the will. The same was made legal 
by a degree of the Court issued in September 
1922. The Society now owns their beautiful 
grounds consisting of one hundred acres on 
the Newburyport Turnpike and Ipswich 
River in Topsfield, Mass., where have 
held a very successful fair in 1921 1922, 
and all indications point to one of the best 
fairs to be held in the State this year.

SUPPLY OF TIMBER ASSURED 


With Proper Management, Coeur 
D'Alene National Forest Can Fur- 
nish Millions of Feet Yearly. 


Fifty million feet of sawlogs can be 
removed annually for all time from 
the Coeur d’Alene national forest, 
Idaho, according to the prescriptions 
of the management plan approved by 
the forest service, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The net area of forest is about 660,- 
000 acres, of which about 550,000 acres 
is considered as productive forest land. 
The great share of the timber, as 
usual, is in two age classes, the ma- 
ture and overmature class and the 
very young, 0 to 20-year, class. 

The main problem of management is 
that of making the mature timber last 
for a sufficient period to enable the 
youngest and intermediate classes to 
reach maturity, This average period 
Is estimated at 80 years, during which 
time a total of 4,000,000,000 feet will 
be removed. or an average of 50,000,- 
000 feet per year.

The most signal purchase consists 
of ten parcels with a total area of 
5,809 acres in McKean, Forest, and 
Warren counties, Pennsylvania, with- 
in the Allegheny National forest. The 
area now being acquired by the gov- 
ernment on the headwaters of the 
Allegheny river is nearly 110,000 
acres,
